WHEREAS, Since the |late 1980s, Joliet has experienced a
true renaissance; reborn wth a diversified econony and a
progressive, pro-devel opnment posture, Joliet has becone a
center for cul tural, ent ert ai nment, and recreational

activity; and

VWHEREAS, Joliet is the Mtor Sports Capital of the
Mdwest wth a State-of-the-Art National Hot Rod Association
Sanctioned Drag Racing Stadium and a new 72,000 seat
NASCAR/ | ndy Car Speedway; and
